In our issuc. of the 15th instant, 
‘we commented at some length on the 
_ extraordinary letter addressed by Mr. 
“H. H. Nelson to the Secretary of 
_ State for the Colonies, which was 
published in the China Afail of Sa- 
turday week last. Our observations 
on that occasion were confined princi- 
pally to Mr. Nelson’s mean, spiteful, 
and unjustifiable references’ to Mr. 
John Pitman, We now propose to: 
devote some attention to another 
flagrant instance of the execrable 
taste and vindictive motives displayed 
. by the late Justice of the Peace and 
. Vice-Chairman of the Chamber of 
. Commerce, in his slanderous mani- 
festo, which still more intimately 
concerns the Hongkong public. We’ 
refer to the cowardly and scan- 
dalous . imputations Mr. Nelson’s 
letter contains against Sir, John 
Smale, late ‘Chief Justice ‘of this 
colony, and the Hon. E. L. O'Malley, 
our present A’torney-General. Not 
‘to put too fine a point on the matter, 
the only reasonable inference to ba 
gathered from his remarks relating 
. to these two high Government offi. 
cials is, that they had been “got at”; 
in fact, bribed by some means or 
other, to obstruct Mr. Nelson in hig 
prosecution of Mr. John Pitman, 
We havealready said that we con- 
sider Mr. Horace Harrington Nelson’s’ 
letter to Lord Kimberley one of the 
- grossest and most unjustifiable out- 
rages.on good taste we ever heard of, 
We further expressed our satisfac- 
tion that the Seeretary of State had’ 
treated the communication with the 
scornful contempt which it richly 
merited. It appears to us that what- 
ever claims,a letter of this kind nay 
originall Mave had to be considered 
a privilegéd communication — were 
forfeited immediately it was publish- 
ed in 4 newspaper.’ There can be 
very: little doubt ‘that. the China 
Mail printed the letters at. the 
yequest, or _in accordance with the 
wish, directly or indirectly conveyed 
of Mr. H. H. Nelson, «There can be 
no possible doubt that the only 
reasons why the letters were ever 
~ brought under the notice of the pub- 
lic, are plainly sct out inthe. con- 
cluding paragraph. of Mr. Secretary:

ponsible public position of a Justice 
of the Peace and Vice-Chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce, he pos- 
sessed to the esteem, respect, and 
confidence of his fellow citizens. 
“Possibly Mr. Nelson reckoned ou the 
complacont—forbcarance, the frien- 
dly assistance —of the local press, in 
“burking” anything like fair pyblic 
criticism of his illjudged course of 
action, In this respect he had evi- 
dently good reagons for believing 
that the Daily Press and China Mail 
would be glad to take every possible 
opportunity of abusing the Governor 
and vilfying his friends and adherents 
on the faintest pretence, at the same 
time sercening, or at least refraining 


duct, for, aga matter of fact, although 
_ for the past week Mr. Nelsor’s letter 
has been soverely cand adversely 
dealt with in every section of intel- 
ligent society within Hongkong, 


so-called representatives of public 
opinion hashad the honesty, the fair- 
ness, the decency, to deprecate the 
writing, and, what is far worse, the 
publication of letters. which are an 
insult to our most respected citizens, 
a disgrace to the age we livein. “On 
the .contrary, the China: dAfail, in 


thought the oceaston a fitting one for 
one of. its usual coarse, scurrilous, 
and abusive cflusions. for the express 
purpose of throwing mud, in connee- 
tion with the “$15,000 bonus’’ ques- 
tion, at Sir John Pope Hennessy and 
Mr. John Pitman. Mr: Nelson’s anti- 
, cipations would have been realised to 
_ the letter had a new factor in Hong- 
kong politics not been in existence. 
The late bumptious Justice of the 
Peace either forgot all about the 
Telegraph, or never heard of its exist- 
-ence. Howevér, we do exist, we are 
not amenable to bribes. in any shape 
or form, whetlier offered in the shape 
of pataceas, or so-ealled social patron- 
age, and we have much satisfaction 
in performing what is unquestion- 
ably the public duty of thoroughly 
exposing such “shoddy,” would-be 
-autocrats as this My. Nelson has 
proved himself to be, and in defend- 
ing gentlemen, residents of this c0- 
lony, and officers of Ter Majesty’s 
Government who. have been most 
disgracefully and most unjustly at- 
tacked and maligned. 
Sir John Smale/and Mr. E. L, 
O'Malley will probably have no op- 
portunity of vindicating their conduct 
which has been questioned and sus- 
pected by Mr. H. UH. Nelson. -As 
officers of the Government they must 
‘rest contented with the rebaff admi- 
nistered by the Secretary of State for 
‘the Coloaies to their accuser. Mr. 
Pitthan could, and probably would 
have availed himself of the first fa- 
vourable opportunity of cowhiding 
his traducer within an inch of his 
life had the ignoble bearer of a 
mighty name not taken the precau- 
tion to: place ten thousand miles of 
ocean between himself and his victim 
before rushing: into print.
